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Have Faith in Your Breed 


Another Little Sermon on Holsteins 
By FRANKLIN N. STRICKLAND 


For my text I have chosen a portion of the sixth verse 
of the third chapter of The Acts of the Apostles. 

“Silver and gold have I none; but such as I have give 
I thee.” 

These words prefaced Peter’s gift to one who from 
birth had been a helpless cripple; a beggar at the gate 
of the temple, as in company with John they were about 
to enter to pray. The kindness of their benevolent faces 
attracted the begar who unhesitantly asked of them an 
alms. 


In reply Peter responded “Silver and gold have I 
none; but such as I have give I thee: In the name 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk;’’ at the same 
time he took him by the right hand and lifted him up 
onto his paralysed legs; there was no hestitation that sec- 
ond he felt himself standing as other men, but walked 
joyously with Peter and John into the temple; so great 
was his ecstacy that he ran and leaped like a boy. 

Now I do not know how one trained in the science 
of theology would proceed from this point, but just as 
Peter’s suggestion and gift to the lame beggar was a 
practical one of helpfulness, so may I apply this same 
principle to the breeding and milking of Holstein-Frie- 
sian cattle, as the love and care for these beautirul ani- 
mals brings many of us very close to religion. Some- 
times the very spirit of helpfulness lies in expression of 
encouragement and understanding. 


Always when alms were given the lame beggar, it was 
done grudgingly by the toss of the tiniest coin,—without 
smile or word of encouragement. He accepted such 
alms because the healthier part of his vody had to be 
clothed and nourished; he had no other way to exist. 
Always he had wanted a word of encouragement and a 
friendly smile; some expression of faith from another 
that he yet might find a way to carry on for himself and 
relieve himself of his burden to others. But on this 
particular day when a stranger smiled and quietly said 
“silver'and gold have I none; but such as I have give I 
thee,”’ the short break in Peter’s sentence must have 
seemed a long, long time to the helpless man sitting on 
the ground beside the temple gate. It is probable that 
he thought “what can such a one have to give as alms 
when possessed of neither silver or gold? What can he 
mean, ‘“ but such as I have give I thee?’’ 


Up to that very moment never had the lame man been 
given a word of encouragement; never had another sug- 
gested that he have faith in himself; that through faith 
and belief in himself could he yet overcome his serious 
handicap,—his useless legs; that he could make the most 
of himself with what he had. Now he was all attention: 
here was one speaking with certainty; with faith. Then 
he felt the strong grasp of a helping right hand clasped 
in his, accompanied with the upward lift that brought 
him standing on his feet; felt his useless legs stiffen and 
remain solidly under him; he stepped,—stepped again 
and again,—at first a bit slowly perhaps as Peter’s assur- 
ing words rang in his ears: ‘ in the name of Jesus 
Christ of Nazareth rise up and walk.” By then he was 
walking; what happiness had suddenly become his. 


Now I like to believe that this story of faith, hope and 
helpfulness has a wider and more varied application than 
many may glean from merely reading it. Take it in busi- 
ness,—our Holstein business for instance. Lameness or 
paralysis is not always confined to ones legs,—or to ones 
body. We are oft times lame or paralysed in our busi- 
ness of breeding or making milk successfully with Hol- 
steins. Sometimes we become so very much so that we, 
in principle at least, sit at the gate and beg for alms; at 
the time we may not know we are doing it, but we are. 
We've lost faith; become discouraged; are ready to quit; 
sell out and give up entirely. 


We may even become to believe that our only salva- 
tion is a change of breed. Mentally we think if only 
we have one of the channel island breed our troubles 
would be over. We think of color and fat only in one 
bottle. Again we may say “‘why not exchange for a barn- 
ful of those ‘heaviest producers of 4% milk?’ No more 
trouble with letters from city milk inspection depart- 
ments, or from my dealer about substandard milk?’’ Rub- 
bish. 

I know full well as any,—for I too, could have been, 
and yet may be penalized for occasionally producing and 
selling substandard milk. I have such an instance this 
very moment, despite the fact that my herds average for 
each year is creditably above our legal standard. The 
perverseness of it all is that milk supervision officials do 
not always recognize one’s yearly averages which in. most 
herds are far above minimum legal standard and may 
hold one accountable for the occasional low test sample 
collected. But like Peter, I have faith,—faith in my 
herd of beautiful Holsteins, for I know that the quality 
of goodness of a milk is not wholly contained in a depth 
and color of its cream-line. 


And knowing this, I would give encouragement to all 
who may be mentally lame enough to believe that they 
could do better with other dairy breeds they read about 
in the glowing advertisements in the agricultural press. 
In such troubles one may claim to have in producing 
milk with Holsteins, I cannot give alms of silver and 
gold, but I can give such as I have,—which is encourag- 
ment for one to carry on, and repeat again and again my 
absolute faith in Holsteins. Bolstered by encouragment 
to know Holsteins better,—to campare and weigh all 
their merits against those of any other dairy breed, will 
surely lead into unbounded faith in them; lead one to 
healthy prosperity and contentment. 


Just as ‘‘grass looks greener in distant pastures,’’ so 
too, are we likely to see betterment in the enthusiastic 
advertisements of other breed associations. Have faith 
and enthuse over your own breed. It makes all the dif- 
ference. Think you that every cow meets up with the 
specifications accorded by her breed associations Posi- 
tively not. Some animals in every dairy breed,—even 
whole herds will fall below the minimum legal require- 
ments of a state, while the average will be much lower 
than that claimed by their breed associations. Because

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Superintendent of A. R. Reports 


For the Period of April 1 to December 31, 1930 


To the President, Directors and Members of The Holstein- 

Friesian Association of America: 

Notwithstanding the fact that the dairy industry has 
suffered greatly from the very serious depression of recent 
months, still the work of the Advanced Registry Office has 
continued without interruption in the principal lines and 
increases have been shown in some departments over the 
previous testing year. Disposal of poor producing cows 
is always in order with the dairy herd even when the 
market for dairy products is good, but it is absolutely 
essential in times like these if a satisfactory margin of 
profit is to be realized. With an abundance of dairy prod- 
ucts on the market, low prices prevailing and purchasing 
power at a very low ebb, every dairyman should do his 
part toward relieving the situation by disposing of his 
low-producing cows. The per capita production of these 
cows is small but their combined production constitutes 
the surplus on the market. This surplus is produced at a 
less and at the same time lowers the value of all dairy 
products and thus the poor producing cow is a burden to 
the industry and a double burden to her owner. For- 
tunately, our Holstein-Friesian breeders have realized the 
necessity for careful management and elimination of in- 
efficient machinery during this crisis and have kept up 
their testing program even though they have found it 
necessary to curtail expenditures in other lines. With re- 
trenchment as the general policy in business during the 
past year, a decrease in all testing might have been ex- 
pected, but as a matter of fact the long-time divisions in 
Advanced Registry have shown a substantial increase as 
compared to the previous testing year. 

Department of Advanced Registry 

The downward trend in seven-day testing, which has 
been continuous since the high point was reached in 1921 
with 14,099 tests, has carried this once popular form of 
testing to the lowest point since 1901, thirty years ago, and 
another year will doubtless mark its passing into history. 
The long-time testing, on the other hand, has continued to 
climb as during the past three years and shows a satis- 
factory gain over the previous year. 


A. R. Testing Year Changed 

The Advanced Registry Testing Year which for years 
has closed with March 31 was changed by order of the 
Board of Directors to coincide with the fiscal year ending 
December 31. Accordingly, this year’s report covers only 
a nine months’ period from April 1 to December 31, 1930, 
and it will be necessary to adjust the figures to make com- 
parisons with previous testing years. 

Tests During 9 Months 

The actual number of seven-day tests reported during 
the nine months’ period was 343 which would be at the 
rate of 457 for 12 months. Using the figure of 457 (12 
months’ basis) as compared to 981 in the previous testing 
year, we may consider that the seven-day test has de- 
creased during this period at the rate of 53.4%. On the 
other hand, the long-time tests, as previously mentioned, 
have continued to increase and we trust will increase 
steadily during the current year. During the nine months’ 
period covered in this report, April 1 to December 31, 1930, 
a total of 2,546 tests were completed in the Ten-Months’ 
and Yearly Divisions (at the rate of 3,395 in 12 months). 
Using the figure 3,395 for 12 months as compared to 3,101 
long-time tests completed in the previous testing year, we 
find that testing in the Ten-Months’ and Yearly Divisions 
has increased at the rate of 9.5%. Such an increase in the 
face of a serious business depression is extremely satis- 
factory and shows that the breeders appreciate the fact 
that production records are more important than ever 
at this time. 


The 2,546 tests completed during this nine months’ 
period were divided in approximately the same proportion 
between the Ten-Months’ and Yearly Divisions as last year, 
with 722 ten-months’ tests and 1,824 yearly tests, about a 
30-70 basis. Of the total number of long-time tests re- 
ported 

1223 or 48% were Classification A 
956 or 38% were Classification B and 
367 or 14% were Classification C tests.

reported during the year ended March 31, 1928, to 38% of 
those reported during the past testing year, while Clagsi- 
fication A has dropped from 56% to 48% during the same 
time and Classification C has held about even.

Check Testing 

In order that the reputation of Advanced Registry rec- 
ords may be sustained and the breeders as well as the 
general public may have full confidence in their accuracy 
a careful system of check testing is necessary. The impor- 
tance of carefully checking the records by various special 
tests can hardly be overestimated, and this applies particu- 
larly to the larger records. 

During the nine months’ period extending from April 1 
to December 31, 1930, a total of 630 check tests were con- 
ducted. These included 605 tests conducted with cows and 
heifers on test in the Ten-Months’ and Yearly’ Divisions. 
Of this large group 308 were regular retests conducted 
under the rule requiring automatic retests with certain 
large productions; 221 were special check tests conducted 
by supervisors sent in from outside the state in which the 
cows were owned; and 76 were constant watch check tests 
ranging from 72 hours to 14 days’ duration and with two 
to four supervisors on the job, depending on the number 
of cows under observation. 

During this period 25 verification tests of 24 to 48 hours’ 
duration were made in connection with short-time offi- 
cial tests. 


New Class Leaders 
Four new class leaders were developed during this nine 
months’ testing period, two in the Ten-Months’ and two in 
the Yearly Division.

In the Yearly Division, Rosamond Korndyke Pet 616607 
displaced Burke Fryslan Waldorf 757825 in Classification 
B, Full-Aged Class, and Mechthilde Pontiac Piebe 1124695 
displaced Mechthilde Pontiac Segis Lady 687395, former 
leader in Classification B among the Junior Three- 
Year-Olds. 

1,000-Ib. Fat Products 

During this testing period of nine months, five cows 
completed records exceeding 1,000 lbs. fat in 365 days. 
Rosamond Korndyke Pet 616607, owned by Albert Winter, 
Mahwah, N. J., heads the list with 1,112.3 lbs. fat in Classi- 
fication B, her second Classification B record above 1,000 
lbs. fat. She is the only cow with two records over 1,000 
lbs. fat in Classification B. The other four cows are new 
1,000-lb. fat producers and bring the list of 1,000-lb. fat 
cows of the breed up to a total of 153 at the close of the 
year, December 31, 1930. The four new members of the 
1,000-lb. fat list include Lady Bumblebee Cornflower 
798049, with 1,086.2 lbs. fat, owned by Elmwood Farm, 
Deerfield, Ill., Hollyhock Fobes Crescent 1032043, with 
1,024.8 lbs. fat as a Senior Three-Year-Old, owned by Wis- 
consin State Reformatory, Green Bay, Wis., Bessie Ormsby 
Korndyke Lass 786519, with 1,006.4 lbs. fat, owned by Great 
Home Farm, Random Lake, Wis., and Carnation Walker 
Inka 921816, with 1,002.8 lbs. fat, owned by Carnation Milk 
Farms, Seattle, Washington. 


30,000-Ib. Milk Producers 

During the nine months’ period covered by this report, 
nine cows completed records exceeding 30,000 lbs. milk in 
365 days, making a total of 114 cows of the breed in the 
30,000-lb. milk list on December 31, 1930. The largest pro- 
duction during this time was 32,447.7 lbs. milk credited to 
Lady Cascade Tuebie Lilith 603103, owned by Western 
Canning & Dairy Company, White Sulphur Springs, Mon- 
tana. The next highest was 31,241.0 lbs. milk credited to 
Idaho Matador Fancy 867511, owned by University of 
Idaho, Moscow, Idaho, followed by Idaho Piebe Priscilla 
1017273, with 30,695.2 lbs. milk, owned by University of 
Idaho; Korndyke Lyons Segis Sanesta 988967 with 
30,626.6 lbs., owned by F. E. Murphy, Breckenridge, Min- 
nesota; Carnation Houwtje Hattie 1042598 with 30,452.2. 
lbs., owned by Carnation Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash.; Car- 
nation Walker Inka 921816 with 30,443.6 lbs., owned by 
Carnation Milk Farms; Pine Lodge Alcartra Echo 833097 
with 30,369.7 lbs., owned by Southern Wisconsin Colony 
and Training School, Union Grove, Wis.; De Kol Creston 
Pontiac 889795 with 30,236.8 lbs., owned by Detroit Cream- 
ery Co., Mt. Clemens, Mich.; and Pietertje Ormsby Elgin 
Mercedes 720239 with 30,180.7 lbs., owned by F. H. Boyle, 
Peebles, Wisconsin. 


Honor and Prize Lists 

The Honor and Prize List have been printed in separate 
pamphlet form as usual and mailed to all who have re- 
quested them. The leading animals in each of the seven 
age classes in the Seven-Day, Ten-Months’ and Yearly 
Divisions are listed with their records and with the names 
and addresses of owners. Each record is assigned a rank in 
the proper age class according to amount of butter fat 
unless debarred from competition. Records showing an 
average per cent fat below three or above five are listed 
in the regular order but are not given a place in the 
Honor List. 

The Honor and Prize Lists include 78 seven-day, 309 
ten-months’ and 4387 yearly records, making a total of 
824 records listed. In the Ten-Months’ and Yearly Divi- 
sions the records are arranged in three groups according 
to classifications. Prize money is paid in Classification C 
only and the budget for this purpose amounted to $1,500.00. 
This was offered in 126 prizes divided equally between the 
Ten-Months’ and Yearly Divisions. The total number of 
competing records was 367 and 52 prizes were awarded in 
the Ten-Months’ Divison and 57 in the Yearly Division. The 
total distribution of prize money amounted to $1,402.00 
divided among 55 herds. In awarding the prize money, 
Owners were limited to two prizes in each division and 
records showing an average per cent fat under 3 or over 5 
were debarred. In case of a double record, that is, a ten- 
months’ record and a yearly record, in one lactation period, 
only one prize was awarded. 

Hurlwood Holstein Farm, Ashley Falls, Mass., led the 
list of prize winners with $88.00; A. C. Oosterhuis, 
Oconomowoc, Wis., was second with $76.00; V. F. Dolcini, 
Davis, Calif., third with $56.00; H. M. Hess, Mt. Joy, Pa., 
fourth with $52.00; J. H. Hofstetter, Miles City, Mont.. fifth 
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with $45.00; Baltz Hoesly, Monticello, Wis., sixth with 
$44.00 and County of Essex, Cedar Grove, N. J., seventh 
with $42.00. The complete list of awards and full informa- 
tion regarding records and ownership is given in the 
Honor and Prize Lists pamphlet which may be had on 
request. 


The Blue Book 

Volume of the Blue Book, which reported the tests com- 
pleted during the year ended March 31, 1930, was distrib- 
uted during October, 1930. This edition marks the depar- 
ture from the old plan of reporting records on the basis of 
80% butter and all records are given in terms of pounds 
milk, per cent fat and pounds fat, with no reference to 
butter. In addition to the list of records reported for the 
year, Volume 41 includes the lists of active sires and dams 
with their daughters; sires with six or more 600-lb. fat 
daughters; cows with 600-lb. fat records having daughters 
with 600-lb fat records; cows with four or more yearly or 
ten-months’ records; cows with records over 900 lbs. fat 
in 365 days; cows with records over 700 lbs. fat in ten 
months; the usual lists of leaders in the several divisions 
by age classes and classifications and the Honor and Prize 
Lists for the testing year. Copies of Volume 41 are still 
available at the regular subscription price. 

Department of Herd Improvement Registry 

The third year of the Herd Improvement Test has been 
ccmpleted and the second volume of the Red Book, report- 
ing herds that completed a year’s test during the 12 
months’ period ended September 30, 1930, has been pub- 
lished and distributed. The Herd Improvement Test has 
greatly increased the number of cows of the breed tested 
annually for long-time records from less than 3,000 in 1928 
with Advanced Registry alone to more than 10,000 in 1929 
and 1930 in Advanced Registry and Herd Improvement 
Registry combined—but still the number is far too small. 
While we are registering from 80,000 to 90,000 females each 
year, we are testing approximately 10,000, or 10-12%. This 
is a great improvement over 3-4%, the number tested for 
long-time records annually before the adoption of the 
Herd Test, but we should raise the number to 25% at least 
and test 20,000 to 25,000 cows every year. 

While the total number of herds and cows reported in 
Volume 2 is slightly less than the number in Volume 1 of 
the Red Book, the average production shows an increase in 
both milk and fat as shown in the following table:

This decrease in herds tested during the second year might 
be expected as some of the breeders who started out in testing 
with the first year of the Herd Test found the extra work greater 
than they had expected and discontinued after completing the 
first year. However, the test is finding new friends in many 
sections and is gradually gaining in favor throughout the coun- 
try and on January 1, 1931, there were 277 herds, including 
nearly 7,500 cows, on test in 35 states. 

Herd Averages 

Comparisons are difficult because of the variety of 
classifications and for this reason we have grouped the 
herds reported in Volume 2 of the Red Book according to 
the classification represented as follows:

The average of more than a pound of butter fat per cow per 
day for every cow and heifer tested is a most excellent showing. 
On the herd basis, 59 out of 194 herds tested averaged over 400 
lbs. fat per cow and 95 or nearly half of the herds had averages 
above 365 lbs. fat per cow for the year. 

Cancellations 

Cancellations in connection with the Herd Test are vol- 
untary on the part of the owner. The record of any cow 
in the herd may be omitted from the herd certificate and 
the herd average, if her Certificate of Registry is surren- 
dered for cancellation. It is interesting to note that the 
percentage of cancellations in Volume 1 and 2 of the Red 
Book has been almost identical, 11.4% on Volume 1 and 
11.3% in Volume 2. In determining the percentage of can- 
cellations, we take the total number of individual cows 
tested in proportion to cancellations instead of cow-year 
figures which are used in computing average production, 
and the following tabulation shows the cows tested, cer-

Winning With Holsteins in Iowa 


“Sold for $205.00 to that young 
fellow on the top row, and he got 
a bargain,” cried J. E. Mack, the 
auctioneer as he brought his hand 
down on the auction stand with a 
resounding bang. It was at the an- 
nual Iowa Holstein Breeders’ Fall 
sale back in 1927. 

The young fellow referred to was 
Don Mitchell, Reinbeck, Iowa. He 
says, “When I purchased that cow I 
increased my pure bred Holstein herd 
just 100%. My first cow was bought 
from a neighbor who had secured her 
from the H. O. Larsen herd several 
years before.” 

“Well”, Mitchell continues, “I went 
home and my folks and most of the 
neighbors thought I had lost my 
head for sure, you see, this has been 
a great cattle feeding community. My 
father bred pure bred Angus _ for 
about 35 years and we really didn’t 
have much idea of the value of a good 
dairy cow. After the slide in 1921 
and 1922 and we _ began to _ look 
around for some better milk cows. We 
(I was with my father then) picked 
“nm a few common grade red cows. 
Then we happened to get that first 
pure bred Holstein and she showed us 
what a good cow could do. That 
was why I went to that State Hol- 
stein sale.” 


“Since that sale I have bought 15 
more cows from as low as $80.00 to as 
high as $405.00. They have averaged 
$200.40. I have been mighty fortu- 
nate not to have bought any diseased 
animals.” When asked, “How do you 
rick your cows?”, Mitchell replied. 
“Well, I go a whole lot by the looks, 
her size, her udder and veins. They 
have to be large with well-attached 
udders of good size to produce con- 
sistently year after year. I look at 
the records in the C. T. A too, but al- 
‘ays try to find out about the kind 
of care and feed the cow received.” 

Evidently Don knows how to pick 
them because this past year his herd 
averaged 15,315 lbs. milk and 574 lbs. 
of butterfat for 17.6 cow years in the 
Cow Testing Association. Three of 
his cows which- include his first two 
cows and the $405. cow each produced 
over 800 lbs. of fat this year. These 
records were made on three times a

day milking in the stanchion. “I 
have never sold a cow for a poor pro- 
ducer,” he states. In 1929 his herd of 
12 cows averaged 497 lbs. of butter- 
fat. 

One of the most interesting things 
about these exceptional records is the 
fact that practically all the feed used 
was grown on Mitchell’s farm. In 
1929 he purchased 400 Ibs. of com- 
mercial feed and in 1930 about 500 
pounds. This has enabled him to 
produce butterfat at a feed cost of less 
than 20 cents per pound. 

He says, ”Of course this past year 
has not been as profitable as the 
year before, but I have marketed a 
large share of my field crops at a 
little better than market price, and in 
addition my cows have returned more 
than $2. for each $1. worth of feed 
they have used.” The cream is sold 
to the Farmers’ Cooperative Creamery 
at Traer and the skim milk fed to 
the calves and hogs. 

Mitchell feeds a ration of clover or 
mixed hay, corn silage for roughage 
and a grain ration made up of corn 
and cob meal, ground barley, ground 
oats and cracked soy beans. During 
the summer months the cows have 
access to luxurious blue grass pas- 
ture. This pasture is so good that it 
takes the cow only about 2 hours 
grazing twice a day in order to get 
their fill. This means the grain ration 
can be lowered during the summer 
months, which helps keep the cost 
of producing butterfat down. 

Mitchell has been a regular member 
of the North Tama cow testing as- 
sociation which, by the way, was the 
association with the second highest 
average butterfat production in the 


state of Iowa in 1929. Their 1930 
ranking has not yet been announced. 
Their 1929 average for 28 herds with 
551 cows was 9,201 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 356.1 lbs. of butterfat. Con- 
siderable credit for this splendid av- 
erage goes to Henry Nieman,, the 
tester for this associaton. Henry 
has oftentimes made the boast that all 
his members raise soybeans. He main- 
tains that it is much easier to get a 
dairyman to feed a balanced ration if 
said dairyman can raise all the feed 
on his own farm, than it is when he 
must buy some commercial feed. Z. 
R. Mills, the county agent, also has 
had something to do with ths prob- 
lem. In fact he has talked about this 
great crop so long that many of his 
farmer friends call him “Soy Bean 
Mills.” 

However, let’s get back to this 
great herd of Holsteins. About a year 
ago Mitchell remodeled his barn and 
put in many more windows, new steel 
equipment and drinking cups. He is 
very enthusiastic about the returns 
he has received from. this last  in- 
vestment especially. He states, “My 
cows increased their milk and butter- 
fat production from the very first day. 
I think they are a big help in the 
economical production of dairy 
products.” 

For the most part this herd is of 
Ormsby breeding the blood of K. P. 
O. P. predominating. Mitchell says, 
“Every cow in the barn was born 
and raised in Iowa.” His first herd 
sire was bought of R. C. Wood, an- 
other Tiaama County dairyman, whose 
herd averaged 538 lbs. of butterfat 
n 1929 in the C. T. A. His second

Corona 
Ormsby Fayne was bred in the Hazel- 
wood herd of the late John L. Smith, 
and she and the daughter referred to 
here were both developed by Rose- 
mary Farm, owned by La Brae Secu- 
rities Co., Santa Maria, Calif. 


A Maine Producer 


Daisy Belle Lyons Slot 801368 is 
reported as making Maine’s second 
highest Class B record of 696.8 Ibs. 
fat (871 lbs. butter) from 20,512.9 lbs. 
milk. This record was made at the 
age of eleven years, shortly lafter 
which she dropped the twin calves 
shown in the picture with her, accord- 
ing to Edward B. Denny, Jr., manager 
of Round Top Farms, Damariscotta, 
Maine, where she is owned. Mr. 
Denny further reports that their last 
four cows to freshen have given them 
three pairs of twins—five bulls and 
one heifer. The twins in the picture 
are sired by the Round Top herd sire, 
DeCreamCo Bess Burke Fobes 13th. 


“37th” Granddaughter 


Della Pontiac Ormsby 910421 is just 
announced as making a year record in 
Class A of 885.9 lbs. fat (1107.4 Ibs. 
butter) from 25,682.8 milk at 
six’ years old. She is the sixth 
daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby Lass to 
produce over 800 lbs. fat, two of the 
six having better than 1000 lbs. fat. 
This great string of high record 
daughters proves him one of the out- 
standing sons of Sir P. O. M. 37th. 
She was developed and is owned by 
Great Home Farm, Random Lake, 
Wis., where one of her sisters was 
recently reported with over 1000 Ibs. 
fat, also qualifying for the 305-day 
division and several other sisters in 
the same herd are soon to be an- 
nounced with further great records, 
according to reports. 
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Deferred Registration 


HE Wisconsin resolution to provide for deferred 
T registration looks to us like a proposal that is 

absolutely sound in principle but carrying grave 
doubts as to its expediency at this time for financial 
reasons. 

The Association, in common with the other breed 
associations, is having a real job on its hand to balance 
its budget without going into any program which might 
defer for twcoe years as much as three-fourths of the 
receipts from members for registering animals under a 
year old. That deficit would never be made up in later 
years, and we are unable to see how such a violent jolt 
to the exchequer could be absorbed right off the bat with- 
out doing one of two things—proceeding on an unsound 
financial policy or eliminating the Extension Service en- 
tirely. Either alternative would be a high price to pay 
for the benefits accuring from this plan. 

We believe there is enough fundamental merit to the 
plan, however, so that it should not be dropped entirely, 
but rather that a committee should study it from all 
angles for later report. It might be, if it were possible 
to forecast the immediate cost in reduced income, that 
some plan could be worked out of setting up a special 
fund to be accumulated over a period of a few years for 
this particular purpose. In the meantime, after 46 years 
of operation without deferred registration, neither the 
Association nor the breed will seriously suffer from a 
postponement of the plan for a few more years while the 
very practical considerations previously mentioned are 
being given attention. 


’ Canadian Relations 


HE present plan of inspection—even if amended— 
is not working out satisfactorily to either the 

American or Canadian associations. It has had 
no noticeable effect so far as we have observed either 
in cutting down the number of animals brought over 
from Canada or in raising their average quality. Qual- 
ity buyers, as in the past, seek quality animals, and 
commercial buyers the commercial animals, a large pro- 
portion of the latter never being offered for registry at 
Brattleboro. The special inspection in Canada for ex- 
port appears to be rather perfunctory and merely adds 
a little more expense to the transaction which someone 
has to pay. The Province of Ontario, from which the 
greatest number of the Canadian animals come to U. S. 
buyers, is running ahead of last year in both registra- 
tions and transfers. 

The net result of the project seems to have been: 
The accumulation of nearly 100 cases of Canadian ani- 
mals now delivered to and the property of American 
buyers that cannot be entered in our herd book without 
some relaxation of present technical regulations. Many 
of these animals are known to be thoroughly desirable 
additions to our herd book. The potential value of this 
work is not equal to the harm this hundred “sore spots’’ 
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would do in the relations of our Association with its 
members. 

Why not frankly recognize it as one attempted soly- 
tion of a problem that did not work out in practice ang 
repeal it, making the repeal retroactive to cover the 
hundred cases now at issue. 

From our observation, the quality of Canadian Hol- 
stein herds will average right through fully as high as 
our own, so that a system of inspection for importations 
from these herds is no more essential than a similar 
system to apply to the registration of our own animals. 

We believe a free interchange of breeding stock, 
and a continuance of the cordial relations that have 
existed between our breeders for so many years, will 
work out to the greatest benefit of all concerned. For 
these reasons we hope the amendment proposed by 
Messrs. Noyes and Reynolds will be approved by the 
Syracuse Convention. 


The National Convention Sale 


HE 1931 National Convention Sale will be held at 
T the State Fair Grounds, Syracuse, on Thursday 

and Friday of Convention Week. The sale is held 
under the management of Mr. D. W. McLaury, of River 
Meadow Farms, and practically the entire offering has 
been passed upon either by Mr. McLaury or by Mr. 
Ward Stevens, who has been giving his time largely to 
this project since the first of the year. Together, they 
have driven over 11,000 miles in making the inspection 
of entries, and it is their sincere belief that the quality 
of the animals, particularly in the matter of type, will 
surpass any two-day sale event yet held in our breed. 

In this connection, there is much food for thought 
in the personal message from Mr. McLaury, appearing 
in connection with this sale advertising last week. Mr. 
McLaury is one of the largest, if not the largest, Hol- 
stein owners in New York State today, and is a prac- 
tical dairyman as well. His message to the breeders of 
the east, particularly, is summarized in the epigram 
“You can’t grow figs from thorns.”’ 

Mr. McLaury’s point was that if breeders during the 
next two weeks would go over their herds and cull out 
a few of their least desirable animals, particularly those 
that are ineffecient producers, that have breeding 
troubles or blemished or diseased udders, and put the 
returns from four or five of these animals into one or 
two of the select quality foundation animals to be of- 
fered in this sale, they would have done themselves a 
good turn, not only from the standpoint of the immed- 
iate present but also in the future development of their 
herds 

Mr. McLaury might have added that the breeders 
who will suffer least from current general conditions 
will be those who take advantage of present day prices 
to adjust their herds to a higher quality basis. As one 
of the current popular songs has it ‘‘After the rain, the 
sun is bound to shine’ and the time to get ready to 
enjoy the sunshine is while the skies are still overcast. 


Reduced Railroad Rates 

EDUCED railroad rates to Syracuse for the Con- 
R vention can be obtained if 150 certificates are 

turned in at Holstein headquarters at the Onon- 
daga Hotel, Syracuse. All members and others coming 
to Syracuse for the Convention are urged not to 
overlook asking for a certificate when buying a rail- 
road ticket to Syracuse, as if 150 certificates can be 
secured it will entitle delegates members and members 
of their families to haif fare on the return trip. 

With the Association paying the railroad fare of 
delegates, this would mean a saving of several thousand 
dollars to the Association as well as individual savings 
for those who come to the Convention in some other 
capacity -than as a delegate. Therefore, even though 
you may not be intending personally to use the return 
ticket, be sure to get one for the benefit of others and 
the Association.

This young bull made a very extensive circuit last 
year with the herd of the Wisconsin State Board of 
Control, showing in the junior yearling class. He was 
first prize in his class at the National Dairy Exposition, 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress, Eastern States Exposi- 
tion, New York, Ohio, North Dakota and Texas State 
Fairs, and closed the season with junior championship 
at the American Royal and junior and grand champion- 
ship at the Kansas National and Ak-Sar-Ben Stock Show. 
He kept getting better and better as the season progress- 
ed and the judges who have seen him this spring are 
agreed that he is bound to be one of the really sensa- 
tional two-year-olds of the year in spite of the handi- 
cap of short age for the class. He is a son of Tritomia 
Pietertje Ormsby Lad (Old Tony), veteran of many a 
hard-fought show ring battle and twice member of the 
All-American Get of Sire for Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby. 
His dam, de Kol Ormsby Pontiac Maid, is at present 
having her first opportunitiy on yearly test. He was 
pred and is now owned by the Wisconsin State Board 
of Control. 

Much attention centered in this bull when he was 
consigned to the National Convention Sale at Syracuse, 
and he was recognized as one of the head line attrac- 
tions. As we go to press, however, and after the 
material on the Cover was printed, word is received 
that he has been withdrawn from the sale because the 
herd in which he has been kept has been placed under 
quarantine as the result of a mild outbreeak of scabies. 
Another former Reserve All-American winner, Sir 
Ormsby Segis Mercedes 21st, has been substituted for 
him in the sale. 





J. R. Beuchler 


We have received notice of the death on March 8, 
1931, of J. R. Beuchler, Leesburg, Virginia, a charter mem- 
ber of this Association. 

This information came to us on one of the official 
ballots for delegates to the Syracuse convention, which 
was opened by the committee on elections. The facts 
given were meager, merely the date of Mr. Beuchler’s 
death. which occurred at the age of 92, and the state- 
ment that he was “interested in Holstein cows to the 
end.”’ 

Mr. Beuchler became affiliated with the Association 
of Breeders of Thoroughbred Holstein Cattle in 1880, 
and according to our records there are only three other 
members now living who have held membership over 
so long a period of years; namely, Gerrit S. Miller of 
Peterboro, N. Y.; Chas.

E. Brown, formerly of Aurora, Ill., but whose pres- 
ent address is unknown to us.

CAN THE PER CENT OF BUTTERFAT OF HOLSTEINS 
BE RAISED ABOVE THE PRESENT AVERAGE? 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
I have read with much interest the letter from Mr. 


Edward Tansky in your Round Table section as also 
your editorial comment. 


Grouped as given, the figures appear discouraging, 
but let us examine them further, 
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Mr. Tansky points out that of 2,200 sires investi- 
gated by him only 141, or 6.4%, with 990 daughters, 
have one or more daughters testing 4%, and that of 
even these 141 sires only 39 show no daughters test- 
ing below the average of the breed (3.4%), while 65 
of them do have daughters that come in the below 3.4% 
group, and 20 have daughters that test even below 3%. 

Going further, Mr. Tansky investigated 76 of these 
sires that have five or more daughters tested. These 
76 have 813 daughters, of which 127 tested 4% or bet- 
ter; 191 tested below the average of 3.4%, and 19 
tested below 3%, the balance (476) ranging in test 
from 3.4% to 3.9%. 

It is pointed out that even these 76 so-called 4% 
sires have more daughters testing below the average 
of the breed (3.4%) than they have daughters testing 
4%, there being 210 daughters in the below 3.4% 
group and but 127 in the 4% group. 

This certainly looks discouraging, but what is the 
story these figures really tell? 

A 4% standard is .6 or six points above the average 
of the breed. The 4% group therefore includes only 
those daughters that made the remarkable achievement 
of testing six points over the average of the breed, 
while the below 3.4% group includes every daughter 
that fell short of the average by even 1/10 of one point. 
The two groups are entirely different in character and 
to compare them can only lead to erroneous conclusions. 

Confining ourselves to the 76 sires with five or more 
tested daughters, the real question is whether these 
sires showed any ability to raise the average butterfat 
of their daughters. Mr. Tansky’s figures gives us the 


answer. These sires had 813 tested daughters, divided 
as follows:

That these sires did raise the average of their 
daughters is very clear. Of those daughters about three 
out of every four tested above the average of the breed, 
and only one in every four tested below it. 

We have no information as to the average test of 
the dams of these daughters, and a sire would need to 
be extraordinarily prepotent to overcome entirely the 
inheritance derived from a mixed lot of dams, some of 
them possibly very low testers. 

That these 76 sires had such a remarkable influence 
on their daughters is very encouraging, but even these 
76 sires must be subdivided. They certainly did not 
all have equal prepotency. Mr. Tansky points out that 
19 of these sires have no daughters testing below the 
average of 3.4%, while 57 have daughters testing below 
3.4% and (of these 57) 17 had daughters testing be- 
low 3%. Sires that have any daughters testing as low as 
3% should probably be at once ignored as lacking in pre- 
potency even though they have a daughter testing 4%. 
Those sires that have daughters testing between 3 and 
3.4% will probably show varying degrees of prepotency. 
The fact however that of the sires having one or more 
4% daughters, there were 19 in all of whose daughters 
tested above the average of the breed and none that 
tested below the average is highly important and points 
out these sires as probably prepotent for the transmis- 
sion of high butterfat percentage. 

There is another point which must not be overlooked. 
To go from an average of 3.4% to 4% is a very long 
stride to contemplate taking at one time. Most people 
would probably be satisfied for a while with a herd 
average of say 3.8%. While the number of 4% sires 
is small, the number of 3.8% sires must be very much 
larger, and although these will naturally not be as 
efficient in raising the average as prepotent 4% sires, 
they yet can if properly utilized do much in gradually 
raising the entire average of the breed, and in preparing 
the way for a further step later on. 

Mr. Tansky must have devoted much time and 
thought to the compilation of his statistics, and he has 
placed all Holstein breeders under a deep obligation. 
He has made it clear that but a small percentage of the 
sires of the breed have the ability to raise the butter- 
fat percentage of their descendants, and that the task 
will therefore be difficult and slow, but certainly far 
from impossible. If we are to succeed we must put a 
heavy black mark against any sire whose dam was a 
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low tester, and in particular we must take the most of 
those sires which have proved their ability to transmit 
not only quantity but high test. My personal opinion 
is that the blood of these sires should be gradually con- 
centrated and their qualities fixed and made prepotent 
by careful judicious line-breeding, instead of being dis- 
sipated and lost as has usually been the case. By fol- 
lowing the example of the master breed-builders of the 
past, we can, I am convinced, develop high-testing 
strains whose influence will in time permeate the entire 
breed. There are a number of these strains being devel- 
oped throughout the country, and if we would raise 





the average butterfat of the breed it is, I submit, to 
them that we must look.

ON PROTEIN FEEDING 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Millions saved to farmers of New York State sure 
looked good to me in a recent issue of your World but 
when I had read it and found that it was due to an 
experiment carried on at Cornell at the instigation of 
G. L. F. I commenced to mix salt with it for I find but 
the Wisconsin experiment was along the same lines but 
with somewhat different results. 

In the first place how many average farmers in New 
York State have alfalfa or even good clover for rough- 
age? Twenty percent would be putting the average 
high. 

In checking up I find that the most of the leaders in 
the C. T. A. are winning by feeding a good commercial 
well balanced 24% feed and the boy who is plugging along 
on a 16% is usually the one who drops out by becoming 
discouraged. 

I have done considerable feeding both for year pro- 
duction and short time tests and I would feel right blue 
if some one gave me a cow to run a year test on with only 
a sixteen percent feed and gave another fellow a cow of 
equal quality and told him to go out after me with a 
good reliable 24 and the same roughage. If I were to do 
this and show up as much profit at the end of the year I 
am sure I would feel most panicy. 

It is going to take a whole lot of propaganda to con- 
vince me and a lot of others that a low protein feed of 
16% strength feed to a high producing herd of Holsteins 
fed on the average roughage found on the hills of New 
York State will produce as much milk or as economically 
as a good twenty four composed of liberal amounts of Oil 
Meal, Bean Meal, Corn Distillers Grains, Gluten meal and 
Feed for your protein contents and home grown grains 
for the rest. 

If a sixteen is the ideal, economical feed why are nine 
different dairy feeds manufactured and sold by the G. 
L. F. Company and since the experiment started and they 
had fed for two years they came out with a 22% with a 
very high cottonseed content as well as plenty of gluten 
feed. -With all due respect to the manager of the experi- 
ment at Cornell I really think there is an Ethiopian lurk- 
ing in the shadows.

HOLSTEINS AT GRENFELL MISSION

Dear Sir:— 
Some years ago when my barn burned and I very reluc- 
tantly went out of the Holstein business I had in my barn 
a two year old heifer whose dam: had a record of over 
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thirty pounds in a week. I let out my herd at that time 
to a man who kept on breeding cows to a son of Senator 
Hardy’s Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac and this heifer 
produced two heifer calves by him before the final dis- 
persal of my herd. The dam of these two took third 
prize at the Eastern States Exposition in 1922. WhenlI 
disposed of my herd I reserved these two heifers and 
presented them to Sir Wilfred Grenfell of the Labrador 
Mission, sending them to the Hospital and Mission at 
St. Anthony’s New Foundland. Of course everyone knows 
of the work done by Dr. Grenfell in the last forty years 
in caring for the poor fisher-folk and the sea-made 
orphans along this bleak and desolate coast. Two years 
ago Lady Grenfell informed me that that year they had 
all the fresh milk needed for the babies and sick in their 
charge. The bull which I originally gave them has been 
replaced through the kindness of everybody’s friend, Wil- 
liam G. Davidson of Brentwood fame, and today they 
have a splendid milking herd at this far away plage 
where milk is of so great value among these orphaned 
children. I recently had a letter which stated that last 
summer a representative of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture was there and said they had a fine lot of 
individuals and the herd is well kept. I think this pure 
bred herd is perhaps the farthest north of any pure bred 
Holstein herd on this continent. The bulls have been 
utilized for outside breeding and I feel that Mr. David- 
son and myself may well feel we have made a contribu- 
tions of value to that country. ‘“‘Inasmuch as ye do for 
one of the least of these, etc.”’

Preliminary investigation seems to 
assure that Winterthur Farms, Win- 
terthur, Del., will again be the leading 
point winner, for the fifth consecutive 
year, with Carnation second and 
Essex County Hospital third as last 
year. Winterthur and A. C. Ooster- 
huis of Oconomowoc, Wis., are tied 
for leading number of first places, at 
four each, Carnation, Hurlwood and 
Gustave Pabst following with three 
each. Others with two first places 
are Essex County Hospital; James 


Stark, Great Home Farm; Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College and 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. Elmwood 


Farms, Deerfield, Ill., with one first 
place, has also more seconds (4) than 
any other owner. Six different own- 
ers are tied for top honors for number 
of times appearing in the first two 
places. They are Carnation, Essex 
County, Hurlwood, Oosterhuis, Elm- 
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wood and Gustave Pabst, each appear- 
ing five times in the first two places. 
Carnation has eight records in the 
first three places, which puts them at

On April 1, 1931, Lewis county dairy- 
men started four new dairy herd im- 
provement associations, the largest 
number ever started in one New York 
county at the same time. Since Jan. 
1, in addition to the four Lewis coun- 
ty associations, five others have been 
started in five different counties of 
New York State, making nine new as- 
sociations for the first four months of 
1931. Dutchess county added a sec- 
ond association in January, Onondaga 
county started a fourth tester and 
Tioga County a second tester in Feb- 
ruary, and Montgomery and Schoharie 
counties each started a new associa- 
tion in March. Montgomery and Scho- 
harie have been without dairy herd 
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improvement associations for some 
years and they will be welcome in the 
rank of counties taking advantage of 
this method of making their herds 
more profitable. These two counties 
bring the total number having dairy 
herd improvement association service 
up to 43 and 75 associations. 

The increase in number of associa- 
tions clearly indicates that dairymen 
realize the importance of record keep- 
ing in making their herds more prof- 
itable. Under present conditions of 
low milk prices, a more efficient and 
higher producing cow is needed in or- 
der to make a profit for her owner. 
Records will quickly show the low 
producers and low tester’ so that 
proper culling can be practiced to im- 
prove each herd.

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New York’s Report of D. H. I. A. 
work for the month of March just re- 
ceived registers some splendid produc- 
tions both for individuals and herd ay- 
erages. A total of 1,524 herds were 
tested in the Empire State during the 
month, of which 23 averaged 50 Ibs. 
fat or more and five of the 23 went 
above the 60-lb. fat average. The 
leading herd was that of Jesse Deyo, 
of the Wallkill Valley Association in 
Ulster County. This herd of thirteen 
pure bred Holsteins made the fine av- 
erage otf 67 lbs. fat, 1,849 lbs. milk. 
In second place was the pure bred Hol- 
stein herd of James Stark, Pawling, 
N. Y., with an average of 64.4 lbs. fat, 
1,943 lbs. milk for twenty-seven head, 
part of the herd being milked four 
times daily. This was the second 
largest herd on the honor list, the 
largest herd being that of the Shawan- 
gunk Valley Stock Farm at Wallkill, 
B. H. Decker, manager, with 34 pure 
bred Holsteins averaging 50.6 lbs. fat, 
1,421 lbs. milk. Third high herd was 
that of James A. Young of Allegany 
County, his eighteen pure bred Hol- 
steins averaging 63.3 lbs. fat, 1,717 Ibs.

Netherlands: “About those great 
Holstein cows that I know so well, 
and the country where they come 
from and where I was born. The 
Netherlands, a little country below 
sea, a country that no one has to be 
ashamed of and a country for its size 
no other country can equal in the 
world; where there is no better soil in 
the world. The rich bottom sea pas- 
ture that produces the great Black 
and White cow can be found in this 
country. It is a great farming coun- 
try. I have farmed in Washington, 
South Dakota, Iowa and Montana, 
but one acre of land will bring up in 
Holland the equal of five acres here. 
In Holland, to make hay, it takes two 
weeks, so rich like oil or fat in hay. 
Cows go out in May to pasture until 
December and never come in the barn. 
We have wheat in Holand—63 bushels 
to the acre. You do good here to get 
this on four or five acres. Flax, had 37 
bushels per acre, here 7 or 8 bushels. 
It takes a Holland Dutchman to raise 
those great cows and to farm. Last 
year, Holland shipped thousands of 
cattle to South America and Japan. 
Six years ago, I visited Holland and 
I saw cows there with bags like a 50- 
gallon wine barrel. I am only too 
glad to say that I am a U. S. citizen, 
but of Holland blood.”

Mr. Price introduced Stanley Brownell who gave a 
very fine inspirational talk on the value of state organi- 
zation work to the individual breeders. Mr. Brownell 
stressed the program that is being carried on by the New 
York Holstein-Friesian Association in the state during 
the coming year, pointing out the amount of money that 
had been allotted to various projects and sold the club 
generally on the state association program. 

President Brown made a brief report of the member- 
ship drive. Results obtained thus far in 1931 do not 
equal those of 1930 but the committee is being continued 
in the hope that the 100 members will again be secured 
this year. County Farm Bureau Advisors Milo Thomp- 
son of Otsego and Jack White of Herkimer were called 
upon for brief commentary upon the work of the Hol- 
stein owners. 

The piece-de-resistance of the evening was furnished 
by Jimmy Hays, Secretary of the Michigan State Associa- 
tion, who gave his humorous dissertation on Holstein type 
aided by ‘“Sahara—the Pasteboard Atrocity.” Jimmy 
had his audience in gales of laughter at his witty sallies 
upon Holstein type. 

D. W. MecLaury, chairman of the sale committee in 
charge of the national sale at Syracuse in June, spoke 
briefly upon that phase of the coming convention week 
program. 

Mr. Hays and Mr. Brownell have been making a tour 
of of the state during the past week, speaking at meet- 
ings each evening, with one or two afternoon sessions 
thrown in for good measure. A more extended report of 


their trip may be expected from Secretary Brownell in an 
early issue.

a cow or a whole herd of them may do this, should not 
condemn the breed. 

I have personal records wherein Holsteins exceed the 
fat of very high testing individual channel island cows, 
as well as Ayrshires; of channel island breeders and Ayr- 
shires testing lower than the average for low testing Hol- 
stein herds; of Holstein herds producing far more milk 
of higher fat content than some herds of the channel breeds 
or Ayrshires; of Holstein herds wherein if sufficient of 
their milk be separated and the cream replaced in the 
remainder, the product will equal the quantity and test 
considerably higher than that produced by the same num- 
ber of cows of the channel island breeds; it will cost 
less to produce, and yield an additional profit through 
feeding the skim to calves, pigs or poultry. Even when 
sold as straight herd milk on a basis of weight and test, 
it is an exceptional herd of channel island cattle that the 
Holstein herd will not return a larger check from the 
creamery or-the retail milk distributor. 

Do not wholly think in terms of the lesser price per 
100 pounds of Holstein milk when compared with that 
from high test dairy cattle, but take into account every 
dollar received and expended for milk, labor and feed 
for one whole year. Make your camparison with the 
returns and expenses of your neighbors’ high testing herd 
of some commercial size, and you will realize with the lame 
beggar to whom Peter could only give encouragement and 
faith, that you are making a happy success of yourself with 
Holsteins which are not only the means of your doing the 
best with what you have, but which are the best you 
can get. 

Have faith in your’ Holsteins. Walk joyfully,— 
leaping if you will. Do for them what Peter did for 
the cripple at the temple gate: give them a chance to 
help themselves; they too, need encouragment in the 
way of kind treatment, better feeding and general liv- 
ing conditions.

Changes in Rules 
At the October session of the Board of Directors held at 
St. Louis, Mo., October 15, 1930, a change in the method of 
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computing herd averages, as recommended by the 
American Dairy Science Association, was adopted to 
become effective with all herds to be reported in Volume 
3 of the Red Book. Under the new plan only cows which 
have been in the herd 10 or more months and first-calf 
heifers in milk 10 or more months of the herd test year 
are included in the herd average. The original plan, as 
followed in the first two volumes of the Red Book, em- 
ployed the cow-year basis which is commonly used in cow 
testing associations by which the productions of several 
cows on test for only a few months each may be combined. 
Under the new plan, effective in Volume 3 of the Red Book, 
only cows in the herd 10 months or first-calf heifers in 
milk 10 months of the herd test year will be included in the 
herd average and fractional cow-years will not be reported 
in the average for the herd. Cows and heifers in the herd 
less than 10 months will be shown with their respective 
records in a supplementary list. All herds reported in Vol- 
ume 2 were figured according to the original plan. 
Volume 2 Red Book 

The second volume of the Red Book or Herd Improve- 
ment Register Year Book reports the tests of 194 herds 
including 4,523 cows. These herds are arranged according 
to owners and the individual production of each cow is 
shown in milk, fat and average per cent, as well as the age, 
days in milk and the classification letter, together with the 
average number of cows in the herd and the average pro- 
duction per cow. An alphabetical list of cows tested during 
the year and a list of sires with their daughters tested for 
Herd Improvement Registry is also shown. Copies of Vol- 
ume 2 of the Red Book were mailed to all breeders with 
herds reported and to the colleges supervising the tests, 
and extra copies are still available at the regular subscrip- 
tion price of $2.00. 

Department of Herd Classification and Sire Recognition 

During the year 1930, there were 58 herds classified of 
which 49 were first classifications and nine were reclassi- 
fications of herds classified during the previous year. These 
58 herds included 1,078 animals which were rated as fol- 
lows: 44 Excellent, 270 Very Good, 291 Good Plus, 406 Good, 
63 Fair and 4 Poor. This number is somewhat less than 
for the first year of herd classification, 1929, when a total 
of 66 herds including 1,925 animals were classified, but this 
decrease would be expected as a result of the depressed 
condition of the industry throughout the year 1930. 

Recognition of Sires 

During the year 1930, nine sires were given certificates 
as preferred sires, three receiving Bronze Medal Preferred 
Sire Certificates and six receiving Silver Medal Preferred 
Sire Certificates. These awards are based entirely on the 
conformation and quality of the daughters of the sire and 
improvement shown over their dams without reference to 
production. Sires rated as Silver Medal Preferred Sires are 
elevated to the very distinguished group of Gold Medal 
Proven Sires whenever they become qualified by the pro- 
duction records of their daughters, and eight sires have 
received this high honor during the year. With these 
additions there were, at the close of 1930, 10 Bronze Medal 
Preferred Sires, 23 Silver Medal Preferred Sires and 17 
Gold Medal Proven Sires. 


The following lists show the Bronze and Silver Medal 
Preferred Sires for the year with the respective numbers 
of daughters in each classification group. The Gold Medal 
Proven Sires are shown with the number of tested daugh- 
ters which have qualified with the required production, 
50% above Advanced Registry requirements for the age. 
The average production of these daughters is shown in 
pounds fat, with the average requirements in pounds fat, 
together with the average increase over requirement and 
the percentage increase over requirement: 


At the close of the second year of Herd Classification 
and Sire Recognition, a total of 124 herds including 3,003 
animals had been classified; 10 Bronze Medal and 23 Silver 
Medal Preferred Sire Certificates had been issued and 17 
sires had been awarded Gold Medal Proven Sire Certifi- 
cates. 

While activity in this newest department has decreased 
somewhat during the past year, the interest in the long- 
time testing divisions and in the Herd Test is holding up 
remarkably well and we confidently expect the current test- 
ing year to compare favorably with the one covered in 
this report.

and eighth in the yearly division. She 
is owned by Essex County Hospital. 
Another 12-year-old is Jannek Pontiac 
Netherland 387945, owned by State 
School, Polk, Pa., whose 305-day rec- 
ord in Class B stands 19th for the 
year. 

The youngest heifer on the list is 
June Acres Aaggie Alcartra 1352851, 
whose record stands 9th in Class C 
of the 305-day division, made at the 
age of 1 year, 10 months, 12 days, in 
the herd of V. F. Dolcini, Davis, Calif. 
Only a few days older is Airy Knoll 
Aaltje Fobes 1297279, owned by Elm- 
wood Farms. Her record, made at the 
age of 1 year, 10 months, 26 days, 
stands second in Class A of the 305- 
day division. Six other records appear 
on the Honor List credited to heifers 
under two years old. 

As was the case last year, no points 
are awarded for milk production and 
this year for the first time, the thirty- 
day division has been entirely elimi- 
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nated, due to the small number of rec- 
ords made in this division. This of 
course cuts down the number of points 
that can be won by any one animal 
or by any one owner. 

After last year’s record breaking 
showing of nineteen records above 
1,000 lbs. fat, the five reported for 
1930 do not make a very imposing 
showing. We must remember, how- 
ever, that this was a short year—only 
nine months—and that four more 
1,000-lb. fat records have been re- 
ported during the early months of 
1931. The number of these records 
by Holsteins in the United States and 
Canada has now passed the two hun- 
dred mark, being made by 182 differ- 
ent cows, and the time is probably not 
far distant when there will be over 
200 cows of our breed in North 
America that have exceeded _ this 
figure.

Richmond (Utah) Holstein Day 


Black and White Spring Shows in 
the intermountain states of Utah and 
Idaho started a most successful open- 
ing with the Sixteenth Annual Black 
and White Day at Richmond, Utah, on 
May 1. These spring shows, now an 
annual event in more than a score of 
Holstein centers in Utah and Idaho, 
are becoming increasingly popular and 
are looked forward to with keen in- 
terest for many months by a larger 
number of our breeders each year. 
This is proven by the fact that Rich- 
mond this year had a total of seventy- 
four exhibitors, showing 205 Holsteins 
with approximately three thousand at 
the show. The chief purpose of these 
spring shows is to develop breeders. 
However, before one can become a 
breeder he must know Holstein type, 
which explains the enthusiasm and 
keen support of our breeders in exhib- 
iting in larger numbers each year. It 
would be difficult to imagine any com- 
munity enterprise that will reach as 
many individual herds as are being 
reached through these shows. It 
would be interesting to know how 
many other shows, if any, have en- 
rolled such a number of exhibitors or 
reached as many herds. Truly this 
strictly Holstein show, as well as all 
the others soon to be staged, are add- 
ing to the popularity of our breed in 
the West. 


Our breeders are most enthusiastic 
over these spring shows. The fact that 
these shows are a one-day affair is an 
attractive feature to most of our 
breeders. However, the fact that the 
cattle are brought in in their every- 
day working clothes has made them 
a most practical method for a host of 
breeders to compare their stock with 
those of their neighbors. Twenty- 
seven different classes and groups are 
open to the exhibitors, which is also 
an added attraction. A special effort 
is made at each show to secure the 


best possible judges in order to give 
to our breeders the best information 
on Holstein type. 


It is interesting to compare the 
quality of cattle at some of our newer 
spring shows in the more remote and

higher mountain valleys with those at 
our older established spring shows 
such as Richmond. Each annual 
spring show reveals an improvement 
in the type of the cattle shown, as 
well as better conditioning. 

Mr. Nephi Nelson, of Richmond, 
Utah’s oldest Holstein breeder, sat at 
the ringside all day, thoroughly en- 
joying the show, and towards evening 
made this statement: “I have sat by 
this ringside every year now for six- 
teen years and I have seen a wonder- 
ful improvement in this show each 
year. The type of our cattle in the 
first four or five shows was not so 
good, while today I have not seen a 
sloper, and the aged cow class is the 
best I have seen in Utah to date, con- 
sidering the number.” And there were 
twenty-four cows in the aged cow 
class. 

Every class was full of quality and 
type, the good entries in the younger 
classes were outstanding and _ re- 
flected the good judgment of our 
breeders, evidenced in the sires 
shown as well as the good breeding 
females of excellent type that made 
up the aged cow class. 

R. E. “Rube” Everly, the popular 
superintendent of Carnation Milk 
Farms, Seattle, tied the ribbons. The 
applause of the ringside as one 
closely contested class after another 
was placed, is ample evidence that 
Mr. Everly knows his Holsteins. The 
grades were judged by Prof. George 
B. Caine, head of the Department of 
Dairy Husbandry at Utah Agricultural 
College, Logan. 

Following the judging a large num- 
ber of the breeders and their wives 
enjoyed the annual Black and White 
Day banquet at the Richmond L.D.S. 
Tabernacle. The Black and White 
motif was carried out from the beau- 
tifully decorated banquet hall through 
to the ice cream and mints. 

It was truly a great day for the 
Holstein cow.

CALIFORNIA ASSOCIATION HOLDS 
MEETING 


The California Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation on April 25, held one of its 
most successful state meetings in Los 
Angeles as guests of the Los Angeles 
County Holstein breeders. More than 
fifty breeders from over the state at- 
tended. The entire day was taken up 
in visiting four of the leading Hol- 
stein herds where the daughters of 
the various senior herd sires were 
placed in groups with their dams, 
thereby affording an excellent oppor- 
tunity for comparison. The business 
session at noon at the “Indian Village” 
near Monrovia was a most enthusiastic 
meeting, indicating again the optimism 
of our Holstein breeders. 

The following officers were elected 
for the year: Wm. Harriman, Hondo, 
president; V. F. Dolcini, Davis, first 
vice president; D. T. Batchelder, San- 
ta Maria, second vice president; W. 
M. Decker, Turlock, third vice presi- 
dent; R. E. Longwell, Millbrae. fourth 
vice president; C. L. Hughes, Fresno, 
secretary-treasurer. 

The above members made up the 
Executive Committee with the remain- 
ing members of the board as follows: 
Dr. Maynard Rosenberger, Reseda; 
Carl Williams, Monrovia; C. E. Clau- 
son, Los Angeles; Frank Pellissier, 
Whittier; Wesley Clark, Hanford; E. 
E. Freeman, Modesto; R. E> Edwards, 
Modesto; CC. C. Wenger, Modesto; 
Frank Morris, Woodland; G. D. Car- 
ter, Turlock. 

Plans were outlined whereby the 
state association, through its county 
and district units will increase their 
activities at California fairs this sum- 
mer and fall. A program of an in- 
creased number of Holstein entries 
at the shows with attractively dec- 
orated Holstein booths was adopted. 
It seems apparent from the discussion 





that it will only be a matter of a year 
or two before all dairy cattle shown 
at fairs will be required to have been 
tested and found negative to the abor- 
tion test. 

H. A. Mathiesen, representative of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, reviewed the activities of the 
Extension Service in California since 





the first of the year and suggested the 
need of additional county and district 
associations as the greatest need at 
the present time. 

The dinner at the Indian Village, 
which was served during the meeting, 
was a real California treat and a most 
enjoyable affair. Dr. Frank M. Pot- 
tenger, the noted tubercular specialist 
of Pottenger Sanatorium, Monrovia, 
furnishes a fried chicken for each of 
the guests. The dessert—a frozen 
pudding confection consisting of ice 
cream, fruits, and cake, decorated with 
two minature Holstein cows and pre- 
served in dry ice—was furnished by 
Dr. Maynard Rosenberger and Thos. 
Martin of Adohr Stock Farm, and was 
a rare treat. All of the rest of the 
meal, including all the milk that any- 
one could drink, was furnished by Mr. 
F. F. Pellissier and his son, Frank L. 
Pellissier, of the Pellissier Dairy. 

The feature of the meeting was the 
inspection of the herds owned by the 
Los Angeles County Farm at Hondo, 
the Pellissier herd at Whittier, the 
Pottenger herd at Monrovia, and the 
Adohr herd at Reseda, where the 
breeders inspected the herds and saw 
the daughters of the numerous senior 
herd sires and their daughters in 
groups.. This proved to be a most in- 
teresting and educational feature. 
Production records of the dams and 


daughters were given showing the im- 


provement in production as well as in 
type being made by our Los Angeles 
County breeders. 

The breeders’ gathered at ten 
o'clock at the Los Angeles County 
farm as guests of Mr. William Harri- 


man, superintendent of the Los Ange- 
les County Farm. The daughters of 
Creator Korndyke Star 360274, the 
nine-year-old son of Creator out of 
Pabst Korndyke Cornflower 326503, 


were lined up in a group for inspec- 
tion and a summary. The records re- 
vealed a 29% increase in fat produc- 
tion over their dams. The daughters 
of K P O P 39th, the nine-year-old son 
of Lady Mutual Friend, one of our 
earlier 1,000-lb. fat producers, were 
then viewed and the records given 
showed an increase of 28% in fat pro- 
duction. Both of these bulls are still 
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alive and in active service. The third 
group consisted of daughters of Sir 
Veeman De Kol Acme 362885, a son 
of Sir Aaggie De Kol Acme 2d. His 
dam completes a group of three direct 
generations of 30-lb. cows averaging 
over 33 lbs. and also three direct gen- 
erations of 800-lb. fat cows averaging 
890.39 Ibs. fat, 21.840 lbs. milk.

Mr. Williams, the able herds- 
man at Pottenger’s, recently purchased 
ason of Governor Fobes Ormsby Aag- 
gie out of Miss Pietertje Ormsby Jose- 
phine (934-lb. fat daughter of Sir P O 
M 37th) of Femco Farms, Brecken- 
ridge, Minn. This young calf, drop- 
ped Sept. 10, 1930, with six crosses to 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and 
seven to Duchess Ormsby, looks like 
acomer. It is interesting to note that 
this herd has held twelve class lead- 
erships in the past six years. 

The fourth visit of the tour was at 
Adohr Farms, where more than 800 
Holsteins are winning their way. The 
first bull brought out for inspection 
here was Echoland Sir Bess 473650, by 
Echoland Bonheur Ormsby 382133, and 
out of Bess Fayne Maid 523427.
